The  Public  Health  Inspectors  visited  the  pools  and 
^  carried  spot  tests  of  the  water  for  free  chlorine  content 
i'l  and  also  for  ph  value  which  indicated  its  acidity  or  alkal 
i:  inity.  Advj.ce  was  given  when  necessary  to  adjust  the  supply 
1;  of  chlorine  or  alkali  in  the  form  of  soda  ash. 

After  a  prolonged  heat  wave  in  early  June,  there  was  a 
iimarked  deterioration  in  the  chemical  quality  of  the  water 
.1,  which  lost  its  clarity.  As  the  bottom  of  both  pools  could 
|ijnot  be  seen  it  was  considered  advisable  to  empty  thepoole 


and  replaiish  wi  th,  clean  water,  each  bath  being  closed  foi  a 
few  days  whilst  this  was  done.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Part  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1957  came  into  force  as  from 
31st  December,  1956. 

Whilst  Solihull  isnot  an  industrial  area  and,  therefore, 
does  not h  ave  to  deal  with  the  combustion  problons  of  the  heavy 
engineering  processes  it  has  many  dwelling  houses  and  some 
light  industry.  The  Act  states  that  dark  smoke  shall  not  be 
emitted  from  a  chimney  of  any  building  and  the  occupier  is 
the  person  responsible  to  proven t  such  an  offence.,  The  effect 
of  this  is  to  make  it  an  offence  to  emit  dark  smoke  from  a 
dwelling  housOo 

It  is  oftai  said  that  smoke  recognises  no  boundaries  and 
Warwickshire  Local  Authorities  realising  this  truth  have  de- 
cided  to  co-operate  through  a  body  called  the  Warwickshire 
Glean  Air  Council  and  have  already  decided  that  the  measure¬ 
ment  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  shall 
be  on  a  County  wide  basis. 
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Kc-r  some  years  SoXihu  11  h  as  h ad  in  operation  one  deposit 
gauge  for  measuring  ga:ieral  pollution  and  two  lead  peroxide 
instruments  used  for  the  measurement  of  sulphur  dioxide.  It 
is  now  proposed  to  install  five  depo_sit  gauges  five  lead  per¬ 
oxide  instrumient s-  ^d  one  smokefilter  which  will  be  examined 
daily  both  for  d iscolour atio:  aiad  for  3«alpiiur  ccnten<t. 


The  one  deposit  gauge  situated  on  the  Counci  1  House  roof 
continued  to  be  operated  during  1957,  and  i,t  showed  that  during 
the  year  110  tons  per  squ  are  mile  was  deposit  Jti.o  The  heaviest 
deposit  took  place  during  December  when  14.3  tons  per  square 
mile  was  registered  and  the  lightest  in  April  when  3.5  tons 
was  recorded  per  square  mile.

Demolition 
Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  45  houses*  In  the  case  of 
three  houses  in  one  group  the  owners  undertook  votuntarily 
to  demolish  the  premises  after  the  tenants  had  been  re  housed  I. 
by  the  Council.  A  Closing  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  1 
house  and  in  the  case  of  2  others  an  undertaking  was  accepted, 
that  the  owner  would  recondition  the  properties. 


In  1957  4  houses  were  demolished  following  action  taken  if 
during  the  year  and22houses  demolished  following  Demolitionn 
Orders  made  during  previous  years.  At  the  end  of  the  yean: 
29  cases  were  awai  ting  re  housing  by  the  Council  and  10  others 
were  outstanding  from  previous  years. 


Reports  were  'nade  to  the  Counci  1  with  regard  to  four 
proposed  Clear anco  _irea^  comprising  37  houses.  Action  was 
being  considered  by  the  Council  at  the  year  s  close.
